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and twenty, But the Loyalty that 
was in his nature making him re- 
pent his bearing Arms againſt his 
own King, after the fecond Ba- 
nicades of Paris, he retired, with 
ſome others, firſt to Bruxe/ls, and 
then into. Holland, that then was 
called" the' retreat of brave Men 
that voluntarily baniſhed them- 
ſelves their own Country. 

His merit was quickly known, 
and the Prince of Orange, who was 
extreme happy in finding out-the 
good Qualities of worthy Men and 
generous in rewarding them, gave 
this Gentleman a Company in the 
Regiment of Hautervie, You need 
not queſtion, that having ſpent all 
his Youth' in War, che 'knew not 
perfe&ly the Duty and Office of a 
Souldier, but, beſides that, he had 
a great facility in ſpeaking Lan- 
guages, and writ ſo well in Proſe

And 
this unlucky Picture' is ſomething 
like the Original, for in all that 
Province fo fimous, the Earth 
brings forth no Fruit, the Water 
is not to be drunk, and the Air 1s 
as thick' as Smoak,-and as _—_— 
asa Fog, and the Fire ſtinks 10 
cruelly, that they are forced tg in- 
cloſe it 10 Stoves. And /Cheele (m1ix- 
ed with dry Fiſh)is the chiefeſt parr 
of -rheir {udb{iitence, as Tobacco 
ts 6 theit' diverſion: {And Gold, 
which has 'every| where the: ſu- 
preme Authority, did then govesn

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there ſo abſolutely, that one 
would have thought Perw had 
there emptied all its Treaſure, 
Which had, nevertheleſs, its chiet 
Seat at Amſterdam, which exceeds 
all others in Beauty and Pride , 
and paſſes, according to the judg- 
ment of beſt Trayellers, the Cities 
of 7taly, in Circuit, Magnificence, 
and Regularity. In a word, withour 
mentioning the particular Streets, 
that by their neatneſs, and uni- 
form proportion, give aſurprizing 
pleaſure ; "one- can hardly believe 
the number and ſplendor of their 
publick. Buildings, among which 
the State-houle paſſes for one of the 
wonders of the World, The very 
Hoſpitals themſelves, exceeding, in 
riches and fineſs; the Buildings of 
moſt orher places, of which there 
are Ten for the ſuccour of ſeveral 
ſorts* of '.Humane - misfortunes, 
which equally ſhew both Charity 
and Plenty,

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And to make the wonder the 
greater. {everal ſuch Structures 
have been the work of . private 
Perſons. Very lately a Merchant 
that had gain'd, in the Levart, a 
vaſt Eſtate, returning to Amſter- 
dart, offered two Tun of Gold to 
found an Hoſpital, to maintain ſe- 
veral ſort of Animals that could no 
longer be of any uſe. He had ſeen 
that extravagant ſort of Charity 
practiſed. among _the , /»dzans, 
where almoſt in every Town you 
ſee a publick Houle to receive aged 
Horlies, {ick Dogs, and other tort 
of afflicted Animals with a fin- 
gular Humanity. Thoſe poor Peg- 
ple uſe that Hoſpitality out of a Su- 
perſtition, believing that the Souls 
of Men pals into the Bodies of 
Beaſts, and.ſo ſome of them think, 
that in taking care of a ſick Camel, 
they. may ichance ': to,tend their 
Grandfather,;,- Perhaps our, good 
Hollander might have ſome ſuch 

he ; fancy 
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fancy in hishead, and on that ſcore 
the Magiſtrates of Amſterdam 
would not admit of ſuch an Hoe 
ſpital, Ps” 
There is a thouſand: things fit to 
amuſe Perſons Curioſity, bur there 
is nothing more ſurprizing than 
that part of the City called, '7he 
Emperdnur's Canal, which is thrice 
as long as that of St, Fam?s's Park, 
The Water that runs in the middle 
is fo clear, and kept fo high,-thar 
almoſt” al day *tis covered - with 
little Boats painted and gilded, that 
fail there for pleaſure, or- carriage, 
There the greateſt heats of the day 
are never troubleſome, becauſe the 
rows of great Trees, planted-11 or- 
der on eich fids;' with one half of 
thetr Boughs,ſhadow the Canaland 
with the other afford a-molſt  ple3- 
ſing ſhade to the watk *on- the Key. 
Theft Prees as thiekiand ſhidy(cas 
they are, do riot hinder' the Eye 
from, delighting it {elf with the 

Y mag- 
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magnificence of - the: Houſes that 
are builr on each-ſide of the Canal, 
In other places, where all things are 
complemented into fine names, 
thoſe Houſes ſhould be called Pala- 
ces z which name they better de- 
ſerve, then. moſt 'Struftures that 
have it.. They have not their en- 
trance even with the Street, but by 
an aſcent of ſeveral fteps of Mar- 
ble, bordered:with a Batuſtrade of 
Iron guilded. The'/Eye alone has 
not its ſatisfaction, but-rhere are 
Charms proper for the Eartoo, an 
infinity of Birds making « fweet 
and natural conſort, from all the 
boughs of thoſe Trees, that-are' 
planted on that loyely Canal, 

If- any thing could have dtvert- 
cd Yillexenſe trom the entertain- 
ment his amorous thoughts gave 
him, it: would have been fo - "hy | 
ſing-an veaployement as *that* of 
viewing the(s Rarities ; but he had ' 
tus Heart-ſo fet on ſeeing the fub- ' 

ject 
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je& of his impayence,that hecared 
tor (eeing nothing elle. i 99, 

At laſt the day of appointment 
being come, he dreſſed himſelf as 
well as he could,not forgetting the 
green Ribband, and walked to- 
wards the Synagogue. The Door 
was open,but as yet he ſaw no Body 
there,but ſome Men who were let- 
ting up Tents very finely made,that 
were ranged from the top of the 
Synagogue toithe | bottom, almoſt 
as the Beds of an Hoſpital , as he 
waslooking upon them, one of the 
Workmen, . that lov'd to hear him- 
{elftalk, told him that thoſe Tents 
were ſet up for 7 Feaſt; which the. 
Fews keep every yebr in the begiri-' 
ning of September,called; The Feaſt 
of Tabernacles: The truth ts, con- 
tinued he, to have the Ceremony 
exact, theſe Tents ſbould be ſet up in 
the Fields, and ſo we obſerve 13t in 
Aſia and Africa, where wt: are al- 


howed a greater liberty than here,

and that is more ſuitable to onr de. 
ſign, which is to keep in memory 
be life our Fathers led in the wit- 
derneſs for forty years together, 
where they had no Lodging, but 4 
kind of Tabernacles like theſe Tents 
we now ſet up, Bnt here in Eu- 
rope, where we do not enjoy 0 
much liberty,we cannot perform this 
ſole mnity with that Purity and State 
we could wiſh ; though we have lately 
offered a conſiderable gon to the Ma- 

iſlrates here for obtaining the li- 
Gerty we deſire, The worſt of it 6, 
that being obliged to leave onr hou- 
ſes for a whole week topaſs it here, 
we are forced toeat, andarink, and 
ſleep in- the ſame place where we 
aſſemble for our devotions, which is 
very inconvenient, And muſt all 
Perſons of each Family be aſſiſtant at 
this Ceremony, ſaid Villeneufe, No, 
Sir, ſaid he, aud, we have ordered 
now, becauſe of the hot weather, 
and littleneſs of the place, that 

| there 
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there ſhall come but one of a Pamily: 
and baving faid that the Ceremo- 
ny would not begin yet a good 
while, our Adventurer went a- 
way full of new hopes. Shel /ye 
alone, ſaid he, and will have much 

reater freedom this eight days of 
the Fedif, than ſhe could have at any 
other time ,, I fee ſhe has wit to chife 
her time, and order ber deſigns, 
With theſe fancies in his head he 
went away a little longer than he 
ſhould, for when he came back he 
faw the Ceremony was begun: But 
he was ſtrangely confounded, 
when,before the Door of the Syna- 
Pogue, he met two Gentlemen of 
isownCountry and acquaintance, 
who had been in the Army before 
Amſterdamas well as he, and who 
he thought had been returned, as 
the Army was, into the ſeveral 
Garriſons, They had both more 
green Ribband than he . himſelf, 
one had nothing elſe but "_ in 
is 
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his Hat,and the other had a trim- 
ming all of the ſame colour,” All 
three tell « laughing at one anather, 
and Yilleneufe 'cryed-out, *Tis the 


ſame deſign that has brought us all 


hither, With that the other two 
confeſled the truth, and each of 
them produced their Notes, all writ 
with the ſame hand, and contain» 
ing the very ſame words. 2» trorh, 
ſays Villaneufe, we way cal this fiſt-

In the mean time the Ceremony 
was begun, and being at it, they 
reſolved to ſatisfie- their curioſity 
and ce it, befare they went to ſup 
together, .

Of 
the two, Abigal was the moſt 
frighted , and Foſeberhs Anſwer 
made her colour riſe, ſo that ſhe 
could not hide it: and having 
ſtayed about half an hour longer 
with a great conſtraint , at laſt 
went away without having been 
able tolearn any thing of Foſebeth,

But the ſenſe 
of them was not plain to Foſeberh, 
which made her ſend $o/o-mnre to 
ſee in what condition 7Y/lenenfe 
might be: Dumareſt told her, that 
his Maſter having found himſelf 
extreamly heated all night, had 


been let blood, but that now he 


was very well, and would not fail 
of waiting on Foſebeth at the time

Theſe verſes were not made by 
Sappho, bur however might pals,

tne 
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| the beſt that ever he ſaw. In the 
| mean time he had a certain Curi- 
| olity to ſee 441-47, that he might 


have the pleaſure to laugh at their 
folly, who compared her to Foſe- 
beth, With that deſign he went 
next day to the Synagogue, believ- 
ing that Foſeberh would not come 
thither that day, and he only 
minded who went out and in at 
the fifth Tent, in which he had 
found the Picture and the Papers.

carried away Priſoner to the Go- 
vernour of the Caſtle, Dom Hen- 
riques de Carrero, That Spaniard, 
whom ſuch a Place made very 
proud, uſed Yilleneaufe at firſt very 
rudely , letting, him know in an 
unhandſome manner, that he took 
him for a Spy, as.indeed Do He - 
riques was informed that he really 
was ; for the War then continued 
betwixt Fraxce and Spain, and the 
people of Zowvain had an extraor- 
dinary hatred for the French, ever 
fincethe Marſhal de Byeze beſieged 
their City, who,after having ſpent 
a great deal of time, and a great 
many men , deſtroyed all their 
Country, out of rage, that he was 


forced to raiſe his. Siege : So that 


having taken notice. of Yleneufe, 
as hewent up.and down the Town: 
about his buſineſs, with anair, and 
way 
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way that made them take him for 
a French-man: Thoſe who had no- 
thing elſe to do, were glad to do a 
French-man an 1ll turn, and went 
and told the Governour, that he 
looked like a dangerous Man, 
'Twas to no purpole that he com- 
plained in Du#ch of the injury that 
they did him, for the Governour 
with a Spaniſh Gravity, without ſo 
much as hearing him, made a ſign 
they ſhould carry him away;and a- 
way they had him iato a Chamber 
that was not extraordinarily well 
furniſhed. The Officer that had 
the charge of him, ſtayed with him 
inthe Room to entertain him, and 
told him at laſt, that though his 
Excellence was moſt exact 1n do- 
ing his Duty, yet he knew how

day. At night they carried him 
into another Chamber, a little 
neater, that joyned to Dom Hen- 
riques Apartment : But that Ac- 
commodation did him no good ; 
he could think of nothing but Fo- 
ſeberch ; and when he conſidered, 
that ſhe might have an ill opinion 
of his ſtay, he had nor patience to 
endure that thought, and he had 
rather have died, than *have lain 
under her ſuſpitions ; for he was

her vanity being ſatisfied with her 
Enemies fall : But the malice of 
Manaſſas, and the other Rabbins, 
was not ſo eaſily ſatisfied, for they 
looked on her as a perfon that had 


never reſpected them as they dell- 
H 4 red, 
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red, and therefore reſolved to 
make uſe of this occaſion to ruine 
her, who was like to have-a con- 
terwpt for them as long as ſhe li- 
ved,, However, to make a ſhew of 
Religion and Juſtice , they had 
locked up Foſebeth in a place 
w hich the Magiſtrates had given 
them leave to aſſemble in: *twas a 
kind of great Warehouſe, that held 
a great deal of their Goods, where 
they uled alſo ſometimes to meet 
about ' their Afﬀairs: There are 
ſome Chambers there, where they

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They thewed her. her Smack, and 
asked ' her ,j what jthols. Verles 
meaat, and who.twas'made them, - 
and. why the- would: not let her 
Husband ſee them ? She called up- 
on Wanbergue, who. was there, to 
witne(ſs to. the; truth of what. ſhe 
was. going.to ſay ,, and.\then_ an- 
ſwered them very calmly, that the 
coldnels of her Husband; and the 
little. enjoyment ſhe.had had of his 
Company, .made, herleek diverlt- 
on. in reading of Romances, which 
ſerved. to fill her fancy , and:ha- 
ving.ſome of. thole kind of Adven- 
tures. in. her head”, ſhe had writ. 
thole Verſes that were. proper e- 
nough. to..amule. a, Perſon of her. 
Age. That-. the; had made thole. 
Verles only to pleaſe. her ſelf, ha- 
ving as much Poetry as that came: 
to-: And ſhe, had done what the 
could: to: keep her Husband from 
reading them,. that he might. not: 
jeer her about them, as he _ 
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do; She confirmed her Innocenee 
by- the retired -life the had always- 
led; -and*dar'd them: alt ro name' 
the Man with whom they could 
reproach her. © where- is my Gal- 
lant, ſxid*fhe, what # his name, 
where dogs ht lroe, thut- may ſee 
him, and then 1 will nsk-nofawour ? 
But if there be 'n0 [heh thing, then 
let juſtice be done me on thoſe that 
take occafion roms 4'footsſh' and harm 
fo fancy, to atcuſe met of falſtneſs 
and treachery.” we do not tondemm- 
you for any thing ,-(aid' Manaflas; 
who was Prefident in that Aſſem-- 
bly, but you- ought mvt to be angry, 

if being 'in doubt, we-follow t 
preſcriptions of” the Law in' ſuch: ut- 
a hs Rabbin, (aid ſhe, you know: 
beſt, if Joſebeth be a. perſon of Vir- 
zZue or x0, He feared ſome ſuch an-' 
twer, and therefore was gone a- 
bout to take the Voices, which alt 
reed, that Foſeberh ſhould take 
the Waters of - Jealouſie, When 
they 
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they had pronounced that Sen- 
tence, ſhe (ar down quietly to: ſee 
the Execution; which according'to 
their preſent Cuſtom was on this

of their Nation , the way was this, 
a Prieſt wrote upon' a piece of 
Parchment theſe words , L-z the 
woman who has been falſe to hey 
Husband periſh, and when: the 
Woman had conſented to' the 
Curſe , they' ſhed off from the 
Parchment theſe written words, 
and gave her the ſhavings to-drink 
in a Glaſs of Water, with ſo won: 
decful a ſuccels, that it the Wo- 
man was innocent, that Drink on- 
ly increaſed her Beauty, bur if the 
were guilty, as: foon as the had 
Grank. 
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drank the Water, ſhe felt moſt hor:- 
rible ,pains all over her Body, her 
Belly and her Thighs. ſwelled, and 
ſo ſhe dyed in a diſmal manner. 

Thus it was when anciently this 
Law flouriſhed in Fades ; but 
ſince that Law has been aboliſhed 
by the Maker of it, all thoſe Won- 
ders ceale, and there remains no- 
thing but a Curle on that unhap- 
py People, 

* Manaſſas knew very well that 
alteration, for the Rabbins.of 21- 
lan and Lisboy, confels. that the 
Waters of Jealouſie have loſt their 
virtue. They do indeed attribute 
this loſs, to the Diſperſion of their 
Nation, and not to the Abolition 
of their Worſhip, imagining that 
if they were again eſtabliſhed in 
Fudea, that myſterious Water 
would. have the. ſame effet now 
that it had formerly. But they do 
own, that in all places elſe thoſe 
Waters do not work as formerly. 

Not- 
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Notwithſtanding AMCanaſſas, who 
was reſolved to make thoſe Wa- 


| ters ſerve his deſign, maintained 


their virtue, and backed his opini- 
on with a many reaſonings,and Ex- 
amples, which made all the other 
Rabbins join with him in the ſame 
judgment. The Water then was 
made ready ; and when that de- 
viliſh Monſter had took the Glaſs, 
to ſay over it certain Prayers , du- 
ring which,the other Rabbins held 
their Eyes fixed on the Ground, he 
put into it a little Powder, which 
one could not diſcern from the 
ſhavings of Parchment and Ink, 
that were in the Glaſs, and thick- 
ned the Water.

And -Upon quite . different ac- 
compts; -Foſebeth .. that took. the 
fame wr water, had a different deſti- 
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ny : For, having taken a juſt jea- 
louſie, by that part of wartergne's 
Letter , where. he mentioned all 
deſigns of obtaining Ab7gal, that 
ſhe was in danger to be poyſon- 
ed, ſhe had uſed her ſelf every 
morning to take a wonderful An- 
tidote : So that Youth, being for- 
tified by ſo excellent a Remedy, 
ealily overcame the Venom of the 
Poy lon, 

The joy ſhe. had: to ſee her ſelf 
out of danger by the Rabbins, and 
the Poyſon, was followed by ano- 
ther, every whit as great ; and 
that was the Declaration of wan- 
bergue, that being reſolved never 
to leave the Law of ſes, he 
permitted her, being ſhe was turn- 
ed Chriſtian, the liberty to chuſe 
another Husband: And afrerward 
conſigned her all her Portion, and 
her Jewels, with greater honeſty 
than one would have expected,

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The impatience he had, to be at 
liberty -ro0, to follow his inclinati- 
ons, made him more eafie, than 
otherwiſe he would have been:

ſaw her ſelf confined to Am#ter- 
dam , without the liberty of pal- 
I 4 ſing 
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ſing her hfe at Bruſſels , which 
ſhe ſo much deſired. And to fta 

a Widow all her life, was againk 
all ſenſe ; ſhe wanted a Husband 
to ſecure her Reputation, and 
that free humour which ſhe could 
by no means conſtrain ; and be- 
ing to marry, where could ſhe 
have ſuch a Husband as wanter- 
yne? his Rank and Fortune could 
much better, than any other, 
maintain her in that great Splen- 
dour that ſhe had always lived 
in. 

All theſe Reaſons overcame the 
repugnance ſhe had at firſt to mar- 
ry wanbergue, and made her ac- 
cept him for her Husband. This 
Marriage helpd to. conſole the 
Rabbins for the loſs of Manaſſas, 
and Foſebeth , as well by the Pre- 
ſents the - new married Couple 
made them, as by the feaſting ar 
the Marriage, to which they were 
all invited. Vile 
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Villeneufe did not poſſeſs Joſe- 
beth (o ſoon ; there being more 
Ceremony required to fore-run 
that happineſs: to accompliſh 
which, he was by his Friends in 
the Court of Br«ſſels, invited thi- 
ther, by the Arch-Duke Leopold, 
who then govern'd the Zow- 
Countries, That Court was then 
full of Devotion, in imitation of 
the Arch-Duke : For that Prince, 
who was allo, according to the 
Cuſtom in Germany , Commenda- 
tory Biſhop of Peſſew, had inter- 
woven with Secular Splendour a 
mixture of Piety. He himſelf 
wore a little Band, and plain 
Cuffs, and faid every day his Of- 
fice with Father Chifles , who 
had care of his Houſe as well as 
his Soul, This ſtrineſ(s pafled 
through all the Houle, rhe very 
Pages being as exact to ſay their 


Prayer, as todo their other Exer- 
ciſes, 
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ciles, All about the Palace was 
written good Sentences, to put 
the Courtiers in mind of their du- 
ty: And it was- plealant enough 
to ſee his Officers and Courtiers 
joyn together, with Books in 
their hands, making at leaſt as if 
they ſaid their Prayers : and this 
ſhew of Deyotion was abſolutely 
neceſſary for any man that meant 
to make his Fortune, and by the 
neglect of ir, the Count Salazar, 
that had more Wit than Cunning 
or Devotion , had like ſeveral 
times to loſe his favour. One day, 
as he was coming into the Pa- 
lace, he cry'd to the Guard at the 
door, Deo Gratias, which is uſu- 
ally ſaid to the Porter of a Con- 
vent: and being in the Privy 
Chamber another time, where 
there was a Gentleman who was 
to raiſe a Troop of Horſe: Sir, 
ſaid the Count, without doubt you

will have your Commiſſion, if yout 
are but well verſed in the Divine 
Service, 

The Arch-Duke' had chid him 
for it ſeveral times, . but he could 
not hold for his life, and find- 
ing a Colonel that was turning 
over his Prayer-book, he ask'd 
him what is Trump to day? 1n- 
ſtead of asking what was the Of- 
fice of the day ; which ſo incen- 
ſed the good Prince, that he forbid 
Salazar the Court. | 

This pleaſed the Spaniards ve- 
ry well; but the Flemmings, who 
are the better Chriſtians , cared 
not for ſo much ſhew and Cete? 
mony, But this being the Face 
of the Court , made it the pro- 
pereſt place for Joſeberh to own 
her Converſion in, The Arch- 
Duke himſelf deſired to be her 
Godfather , which made all the 


Court talk of nothing but the 
Divine 
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Divine Grace, nay, at laſt they 
attributed her Converſion to the 
Piety. and Prayers of the Arch-

At laſt, when the day for the 
Solemaity was come, they ſet up 
a 
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a Tribunal; for - the Arch-Biſhop 
without the Porch of the Church , 
and when he was ſet upon it, in 
his Pontifical Habits, Joſeberh was 
brought out of a Houle hard by, 
to go.tq him.. She, was dreſſed all 
in White, and a Gare on her Head 


of the ſame colour. The Count 


of Swartzembourg , High-Cham- 
berlain to the Arch-Duke, led her 
by one hand, and the Counteſs of 
Baſ[a, called by ſome, ;Dutchels of 
Guiſe, by the other. She appear- 
ed ſo lovely, that the Ladics of 
Bruſſels began to be allarmed with 
her. ;Beauty,; but. her Counte- 
nance. eaſed, them again, for 
there appeared 1o much diſcreti- 
on and modeſty, that they hoped 
ſhe would not go about to take 
away any of their Subjects. She 
kneeled . before the. Prelate, and 
having anſwered ſeveral Quefti- 
ons he put to her, the ArchiBi- 
ſhop 
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thop of 24/izes lead. her into, the 
Church, which till thtn had the 
Door ſhut. Then ſhe* was over- 
joyed to ſee her ſelf admitted there; 
and was perfeQly ſatisfied, when 
ſhe ſaw 'the' Arch-Duke ready to 
do her "ſuch an honour, who na: 
med her at the Font, for himſelf 
and, Madam de Boſſu, . Maria Leo- 
poldina, Solomoune was Bapti- 
ſed at the Tame time, ' and Yz/e- 
zeufe would needs be Godfather, 
This Ceremony | being over, 
Villeneufe, who .foreſaw that Fo- 
ſebeth's beauty would quickly 
bring him a great many Rivals, 
begg'd. leave of  Foſebeth, and the 
Arch-Duke, that the Arch-Biſhop 
of Mzi/ines might finiſh his Fe- 
licity, which was performed with 
an Univerſal Joy, all the Court e- 
ſteeming Yillexenfe 'very worthy 
of ſo extraordinary a Woman. 


He was uſed with extraordinar 
kind- 
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kindneſs, by the; Arch-Dpke,, but 
however, delired, to return ,into 
his own: Cbtintry, bearing- with 
him Marks of the, Duke's bounty, 
and a great Reputation of Virtue, 
By the means of his Friends, he 
made Intereſt enough to obtain a 
ſmall Government on the Fron- 
tiers of France, where he taſted all 
thoſe ſingularjoys that ſpring from 
a reciprocal atfection,
